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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is response to Applicants' Amendment filed on 1 2/1 6/2005. 

2. Claims 8, 10, 17 and 19 have been cancelled. 

3. Claims 1-7, 9, 11, 12-16, 18 and 20 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 1-7, 9, 1 1, 12-16, 18 and 20 
are allowed in light of the applicants' argument and in light of the prior arts of made 
record. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention is directed to a data management system and method for 
organizing, restoring, logging, de-duplicating, converting and exporting a large volume 
of data file having different file types, stored on different media and/or run by different 
operating systems. 

The closest prior arts, Hazlehurst et al. (hereinafter Hazlehurst) of US Patent 
No.: 5,974,412 teaches a data management system having multiple processor, archival 
of some of documents as well as removal of duplicate file, that is, uploading the 
documents to a second database and removing duplicates from this database. While 
Whiting et al. (hereinafter Whiting) of US Patent No.: 5,778,395 teaches documents are 
uploaded to a second database in an image format and then de-duplicate. 
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Thus, in combination, Hazlehurst and Whiting fail to teach "using a plurality of 
image conversion processors, each of the image conversion processors being capable 
of converting the data files having the same file type into the corresponding image files." 

6. These distinct features, in conjunction with all other limitations of the dependents 
and independent claims render claims 1 -7, 9, 1 1 , 1 2-1 6, 1 8 and 20 them allowable.
